AmonG the passengers on the steam- 
ship Wieland, which sailed from New 
York for Hamburg on the 12th, were 
about one hundred members of the In- 
dependent New York Schutzen corps, 
who go to Germany to compete in rifle 
matches.

Y., the alma mater of Mrs. Grover 
Cleveland, was formally dedicated, on 
the 15th, with a song and praise service. 

On the 16th the switehmen on all ‘the 
railroads centering at Cleveland, O., 
struck for the Chicago rate of wages, 
which is an advance of about twenty 
eentsaday. About five hundred men 
went out.

Hon. Crem C. SHorrter, Speaker of the 
Alabama House of Representatives, and 
one of the most brilliant young: men in 
Alabama, died at his home in Eufaula 
on the 16th.

A FIGHT occurred between three 
women in Jack county, Texas, on, the 
16th, in which Miss Mary Cunningham, 
aged 17, lost her life. Mrs. Bowers and 
daughter went to the home of Mrs. 
Walker for the purpose of giving her 4 
whipping. A gun was lying-across the 
bed and Mrs. Bowers and Mrs. .Walker 
both got hold of it, with Mrs. Bowers at 
the breech. Miss Cunningham caught. 
Mrs. Walker by the hair, pulled her 
away, and the gun was discharged, 
sending a load of shot through Miss 
Cunningham, causing instant death. 

In a fight near Louisville, Ky., on the 
15th, William Walton knocked Harry 
Kerrick down by a blow inthe stomach. 
Kerrick died in twenty minutes. ,

A CARNIVAL .OF. DEATH. . 


Fearful Disaster in: a Pennsylvania ‘Coat 
Mine—Thirty-One Lives, Lost as the Re- 
sult of an Explosion of Fire Damp-- 
Providential scape of Twenty-Six Oth- 
2r8 — The Community m the Vicinity 
Jompletely Unnerved by the Calamity. 
DunBAR, Pa., June 16.—Thirty-ond 

miners were killed to-day by an explo- 

sion of gas in the coal mines at Hill 

Farm, owned by the Dunbar Furnace 

Company, and situated one mile west of 

this place. The explosion occurred at 

half-past ten o’clock in the morning. 

The bodies of two of the unfortunates 

were taken out. The others are still 

entombed in the mine, where. a fierce 
fire is raging. There is no doubt that 
all are dead. Despergte efforts are in 
progress to clear the way to recover the 





bodies, but so far without avail. A’ 


rescuing party of one hundred men, 
headed by Mine Inspector Keigly, of 
this district, spent the afternoon in the 
pit, but up until late to-night had been 
able to rescue but two bodies. These 
had died from the force of the explo- 
sion and are badly burned. Their feat- 
ures are distorted and disfigured, and 
they could only be recognized by their 
clothes. 

Fifty-seven miners were at work about 
five thousand feet from the mouth of 
the slope when the explosion occurred. 
Near the point at which the heading 
started, an air-hole had been drilled 
recently. Gas and water had accumu- 
lated in it. A mirer, named Patrick 
Kerwin, penetrated this air-hole, six 
inches in diameter with his pick, 
whereupon a strong stream of water 
gushed out. Kerwin, alarmed, sounded 
the danger signal. His assistant, 
Yatrick Hayes, started hurriedly to the 
main entrance, but had scarcely moved 
when the foul gas was ignited'from his 
lamp. The explosion that followed was 
terrific. What little air there was in 
the place drifted to the heading at the 
right of the main entrace. The fire 
followed swiftly and before the thirty- 
one men could be alarmed all hope of 
escape was shut off by the flames. The 
twenty-six men employed in the left 
heading were notified of the danger in 
time to save thoir lives, although their 
escape was thrilling and was accor- 
panied by the wildest. con{fusjon. —. 

At-a point near where the explosion 
occurred the bodies of Daniel Sheiran, 
fire boss, and David Hayes were found. 
They had evidently attempted to cs- 
cape through the flames.  —

disastrous and deadly in.the history of. 


In the Leisenring dis- 
aster, in 1883, twenty-three men _ lost 
their lives. At Colonel’ J. A. Reed's 
works at this place two years earlier, 
five men were killed while at the 
Youngstown works, a year later, some 
fourteen lives were lost. 

This latest calamity has-unnerved the 
community, and the inhabitants .are 
wild with excitement. Thousands of peo- 
ple gathered at the mouthof the mines 
this afternoon. Among them were par- 
ents, wives, children and sweethearts af 
unfortunates, and a strong guard of po- 
lice was necessary to prevent many of 
them, mad with anguish, from rushing 
into the deadly hole. Wives, widowed 
by the horror, stood, ill-clad and sore- 
footed, lulling to sleep the babes in 
their arms. Mothers cried and wrung 
their hands for their boys, while chil- 
dren from eight to ten years of age hur- 
ried about, looking into the blackened 
faces of escaped miners, in the hope.of 
finding their fathersor brothers. Their 
sufferings were pitiable, and while the 
authorities of tne company were ex- 
erting all theirenergies.to recover the 
bodies, the total absence of informa- 
tion regarding the fate of the missing 
men made their distress more severe, 
and moans and groans went up’uncon- 
sciously from many of pinched lips in

The officers of the furnace company 
have been notified of the disaster, and 
the authorities here have been in- 
structed to do every thing in their pow- 
er to relieve the distress of those who 
have suffered by the calamity.

A hard blow well delivered, on 
the left breast wili easily kill, or, at any 
rate, stun even a strong man. Hence, 
from an early period, men have used 
the right hand to fight with, and have 
employed the left arm chiefly to cover 
the’ heart and parry a blow aimed at 
that specially vulnerable region. And 
when weapons of offense and defense 
supersede mere fists and teeth, it is the 
right hand that grasps the spear or 
sword, while the left holds over the 
heart for defense the shield or buckler. 
From this simple origin, then, tho 
whole vast difference of right and left 
in civilized life takes its beginning. At 
first, no doubt, the superiority of the 
right hand was only felt in the manner 
of fighting. But that alone gave it a 
distinct pull, and paved the way at 


last for the supremacy elsewhere; 
for when weapons came _ into uso 
the habitual ¢émployment of the 


right hand to grasp the spear, sword or 
knife made the nerves or muscles of the 
right side far more obedient to the con- 
trolof the will than thoso of the left. 
The dexterity thus acquired by the 
right—see how the word ‘‘dexterity” 
(from the Latin dexter, the right) im- 
plies this fact—made it more natural 
for the early hunter and artificer to em- 
ploy the same hand preferentially in the 
manufacture of, flint, hatchets, -bows 
and Artows, and‘all the other thanifold 
activities of savage life. It was ‘the 
hand with which he grasped his weapon; 
it was, therefore, the hand with which 
he chipped it. ‘To the end, however, 
the right hand remains, especially ‘‘the 
hand in which you hold your knife;” 
and that is how your own children to 
this day decide the question, which is 
which, when they begin to know their 
right hand from their left for practical 
purposes. 

Now man being right-handed, it would 
naturally be supposed -that he is also 
right-legged, but this does. not appear 
to be the case. Standing and working 
with his right hand, there is a tendency 
to use the left leg for balance. Many 
people find less exertion in going round 
circles to the right than to the left. 
Race paths are nearly always made for 
running in circles to the right. So tho 
majority of movements are more readily 
performed to the right, as dancing, run- 
ning, etc. The rule in walking is to 
keep to the right, and this appears to 
be almost universal. It is more natural 
to bear to the right. Ofa large num- 
ber of people from the better educated 
classes asked about the existence of the 
rule, only 67 per cent of males and 53 
per cent. of the females were aware 
of the rule. The large majority obey it 
unconsciously in walking. Crowds tend 
to bear to the right. ‘The left leg being 
the stronger, it is more readily brought 
into action. Hence, soldiers start off 
with the left foot. It is the -foot which 
is placed into the stirrup of the saddle 
or step of bicycle when mounting. So 
the left is the foot wich a man takes off 
from in jumping. In the experiments 
of Mr. G. H. Darwin, blindfolding boys 
and telling them to walk straight, the 
right-handed one divered to the right, 
and vice versa. From measurements of 
Dr. Garsonof the skeletonsof the two 
legs,in 54.2 per cent. the left leg was the 
longer, and 35.8 the right. Tor meas- 
urements of feet, Prof. Ball collected 
the drawings and measurements of 200 
pairs, with the result that in 44 percent. 
the left was longer, in 21.5 per cent. 
the right, and in 34.5 per cent. they 
were the same size. Measurements at 
the first joint gave 56 per cent. left 
larger, and at the instep 42.5 per cent. 
From the table of the figures it is ob- 
served that the left foot is more fre- 
quently the larger inthe male than in 
the female. The percentage of the 
right larger than the left is very con- 
stant, whereas the numbers of the left 
larger and those in which both feet 
were the same size are much more 
variable. Man, being naturally or arti- 
ficially right-handed and left-footed, 
tends unconsciously to bear to the right; 
lower animals, on the other hand, ap- 
pear nearly always to circle to the ieft. 
—Boston Herald.

ORIZINATED WITH ENGLAND. 


The lea of Ceding Heligoland to Ger- 
many—Germans Happy. 

Lonpox, June 20.—The Telegraph's 
Berlin correspondent says: “The idea 
of ceding Heligoland to Germany was 
entirely England's, and the spontaneity 
of the offer gave Kaiser Wilhelun much 
pleasure. The colonial party is indig- 
nant and di-xnppointed, but the leaders 
of the National Liberals aud a majority 
Of the reichstay indorse the agreement 
fuliy. ‘the cession of Heligoland has 
Aattered the National pride. The Vos- 
siche Zeitung. The Tagblatt and The 
Duersen Courier all express congratula- 
tions upon the success of the kaiser and 
the gover:ment, and the financial world 
is delighted.” 

The Berlin correspondent of The 
Times in « dispatch to that paper, says: 
“It would be an international misfor- 
‘tune should the rejection by the British 
parliament of the Lill providing for the 
ces ion of Heligoland to Germany in re- 
turn for. African territoral concessions 
made by the latter country result in 
vhanginy the current of German grati- 
tude to England int» a less friendly feel- 
ing. The German: are enthusiastic over 
the sacixfactors oute ine of the negotia- 
tious with Eagland on tue question of 
the African territorial rights of the 
two countries.” 

No Let Up. 

The Chronicte continues its attack 
upon Lord Salisbury’s agreement with 
Pate si with unabated violence, and 
trantically calls upon the parties of the 
opposition in parliament to combine and 
secure ite rejection. In the premier’s 
huniliating surzender to Germany, The 
Chronicle fore ees the certain defeat of 
the mini try and di:solution of parlia- 
ment. and predicts that the verdict of 
the appeal to the country will be so 
sweeping a condemnatiou of the agree- 
ment as to defer future governments 1 
from trifling with the prestige and 
honor of Great Britain and recklessly 
throwing away her territory. 

The Chronicle protests against Lord 
Salisbury going out of the way to enlarge 
the territory of Germany when there 
the utmost necessity, on account of New- 
foundland, to cultivate the friendliness 
of France.
